3. Instruction re Air A ccass 

It was agreed during the last meeting (February 28) that an additional 
paragraph should be inserted in our paper instructing the Embassies 
at Bonn to proceed with various aspects of air access contingency 
planning. State and Defense have agreed on a draft text for such 
a paragraph (Tab E), and copies will be available for distribution 
during the meeting. f* 'jsp:^:-^ 

4. Identification Procedural 1 / \ \ 

The study of identification procedures which is being carried out 
by the Three Embassies at Bonn is proceeding very slowly. You might 
suggest that Instructions be sent to the Embassies urging them to 
make their recommendations as soon as possible. You might add that 
we need these recommendations if we are to take a further look at 
the difficult stamping question. 

5. Unilateral U.S. Measure 

We understand that the British may refer to the statement made during 
the last meeting regarding measures which the U.S. proposed to take 
unilaterally and inquire what has been done. The only clear infor- 
mation we have on this point is (1) that the number of convoys on 
the Autobahn have been increased and (2) that, after protesting 
against our use of military police to escort our convoys through 
the Soviet checkpoints, the Soviets have offered to perform such 
escort functions themselves. We understand that the British may 
also ask for information regarding our flights above 10,000 feet 
in the Berlin corridors.
